1. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA, INCLOSE CONSULTATION WITH 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UN, TO TAKE ALL SUCH STEPS AS 
ARE NECESSARY TO ENSURE FREE AND UNFETTERED ELECTIONS TO 
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A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY OF NAMIBIA, ON THE BASIS OF UNIVERSAL 
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ADULT SUFFRAGE, INCLUDING THE RELEASE BY THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN CIVILIAN ADMINISTRATION IN NAMIBIA OF ALL NAMIBIANS 
POLITICAL PRISONERS, THE RETURN OF ALL NAMIBIANS CURRENTLY 
IN EXILE WITHOUT RISK OF ARREST OR DETENTION FOR POLITICAL 
OFFENCES, THE GRANTING OF FULL FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT THROUGHOUT 
NAMIBIA, AND THE GRANTING TO ALL NAMIBIANS OF THE RIGHT TO 
ORGANISE AND ASSEMBLY FREELY FOR POLITICAL PURPOSES. 

2. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO ADMIT REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
UN FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING PREPARATIONS FOR (SUPERVISING) 

THE HOLDING OF ELECTIONS TO A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY, 

SUCH ELECTIONS TO BE HELD WITHIN (A YEAR) FROM 

THE TIME THAT UN REPRESENTATIVES ENTER NAMIBIA. 

3. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO ACCEPT THE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE OF 
NAMIBIA TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE AND TO BE 
PREPARED TO RELINQUISH ALL EXERCISE OF POWER IN OR OVER 
NAMIBIA IN THE EVENT OF A DECISION BY A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY 
OF NAMIBIA TO PROCEED TO FULL INDEPENDENCE FOR 

THE TERRITORY. 

4. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO RECOGNIZE THE TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY AND UNITY OF NAMIBIA AS A NATION SHOULD THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF NAMIBIA FORMALLY CONFIRM THAT THIS IS THEIR 
DESIRE, IN A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY AND/OR BY A SEPARATE 

FREE VOTE. 

5. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO CONVEY SUCH DECLAR ATIONN S AND 
ASSURANCES TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL. 

6. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO MAKE PROVISION FOR THE TOTAL 
WITHDRAWAL OF ANY MILITARY FORCES (OTHER THAN POLICE FORCES) 

THAT ARE MAINTAINED IN NAMIBIA BY THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT 
FROM THE MOMENT THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF UNITED NATIONS ENTER 
THE TERRITORY FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING THE NECESSARY 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR (SUPERVISINGL THE HOLDING OF ELECTIONS TO 

A CONSTITUTENT ASSEMBLY OF NAMIBIA.) 

7. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA TO COOPERATE IN EVERY WAY WITH 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UN IN THE DISCHARGE OF THE MANDATE 
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ENTRUSTED TO THEM IN PARA . 2 ABOVE. 

8. CALLS UPON SOUTH AFRICA, IN THE EVENT THAT A CONSTITUTENT 
ASSEMBLY OF NAMIBIA DECIDES TO PROCEED TO INDEPENDENCE, 

TO PARTICIPATE IN AND COOPERATE WITH A CONFERENCE CONVENED 
BY THE UN FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING PROVISIONS FOR THE 
ORDERLY AND COMPLETE TRANSFER OF POWERS AND FUNCTIONS EXCERCISED 
BY THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA AND ITS ADMINISTRATION 
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IN NAMIBIA TO THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA, SUCH A CONFERENCE TO BE 
HELD AS SOON AS POSSIBLE AFTER THE DECISION OF THE CONSTITUENT 
ASSEMBLY REFERRED TO ABOVE. 

9. DECIDES TO REMAIN SEIZED OF THE MATTER AND TO MEET (WITHIN A 
YEAR) FOR THE PURPOSE OF REVIEWING PROGRESS IN THE IMPLEMENTATION
